Once again, following- bright 
weather Wednesday and Thurs¬ 
day, the beets are rolling into 
the Factory in wagons and tru¬ 
cks. Hauling from the centre of 
the fields is still pretty much 
ol n team and wagon proposit¬ 
ion, with light loads. The trucks 
however, can he loaded on the 
headlands and make out fine 
then in some fields. Saturday 
night this week will see in the 
neighborhood of two-thirds of 
hoot crop into the Factory sheds 
or silos on the farms, s0 that 
that portion of i| will not have 
to bo worried about. It will take 
about another week and a half 
of good weather to permit of 
finishing the digging and sil¬ 
oing of the crop, which will sur 
pass in tonnage the crop of 
any year yet in Southern Alb¬ 
erta. 

The rain storm Friday night 
of last week, was followed by 
more rain Monday, which tur¬ 
ned to snow during Monday 
night, and snow fell steadily 
until the early hours < f Wed¬ 
nesday morning, when the skies 
commenced to clear. Wednesday 
evening the wind was in the 
south and was quite cold, but 
during the night the breeze 
died down, and the weather 
Thursday morning was quite nle 
asant and has continued so sin¬ 
ce. No official check has been 
made on the precipitation of 
the storm but it probably tot¬ 
alled more than an inch.

STARTED MONDAY 

Forty Thousand Men and 

Women Will Collect Names 
Of 6,000,001/ Canadians 

Forty thousand men and worn 
en started ringing door bells 
from Halifax to Vancouver 
Monday morning searching far 
the names of 6,000,000 Canad¬ 
ians entitled to vote at the next 
Federal election. Preparation cf 
the permanent voters’ list will 
cost at least $500,000 and the 
pointing $900,000. 

The enumerators will work 
from October 15-20, prepat ing 
their lists of possible voters. In 
November, until November 15, 
courts of revision will sit, heal¬ 
ing appeals from pers: ns who 
were lefL off the list or against 
persons who didnot qualify. On 
November 15, the li.-1 will be 
elosed and the printing will 
start. 

The list will remain closed 
with additions and substructions 
impossible until courts of revis¬ 
ion sit from May 13 until July 

1 .
